You muft know, Sir, that I’m a city tradefs 
man, who by my induftry have got a confiderable eitate 3 
and defigning to make my fon a better, I mean a more 
learned man, than his father, I fent him to a boanding- 
{fchool, where a young man from North-Britain was af. 
fiftant 3 who was fo kind to my boy, that (as otir paftor 
informs me) he made great progrefs.

To 
fwear unneceflarily is certainly a great fin; becaufe 
whoever takes the name of God in vain, on trifling oc- 
cafions, aéts direétly contrary to the known revealed law 
of God. And that perfon who incites another to ratifie 
his promife by an oath, * not only lhows a mark of af 
pad | and infidelity in bim that fwears ; but is guilty of a fin 








HE rev. Dr. Trapp in his Prelefiones Poetica, 
Le@ure the 4th, concerning the Poetic fy/e, has 
layed down thefe two rules concerning the proper 
ule of Epithets: They fhould * either add new and di- 


equal to that of the perfon {wearing, and indeed in many 

cafes more heinous: efpecially where the {wearer is 
eatly provoked, and where the provoker knows, and 

3s con{cious in his heart, that the pedon from whom he 

extorts the oath, has neither will, nor perhaps ‘even 
wer to keep it. 

The benefit reap’d by this practice is but fmall, or in- 
deed altogether imaginary, + For there is more truft in 
benelty than an cath: ++ And a good man needeth not an 
sath: and with fuch whofe honeity will not bind them, 
an oath fcarce ever will. Befides in faét, thefe affeveia- 
tions or oaths are feldom binding, beimg either the effeci 
of fear, or paflion, or tending to difhoneft ends : and it 
they have none of thefe bad circumftances, there are 
many inftances wherein they are not obligatory. For 
whatever aét is before attended with fome inward flaw, 
hindering an obligation to arife from it, cannot be render- 
ed obligatory even by the addition of an oath. Neither 
ean a prior obligation truly valid, be annulled by a fubie- 
aeent oath ; or the right which it gave another be there- 
ef apon ox And in promifes and pacts, confent, ground- 
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upon oath, is not binding, in cafe the perfon who 

ore it, fuppofed fome matter to be otherwife than it 
proves tobe. But what muit one think of an oath ex- 
torted by unjuft fear or furprize ? Surely the perfon who 
extorted it, cannot expe the performance, and is obli- 
ged to releafe the promife thus obtained. 

An oath can no where bind where it is contrary to 
law, divine, or human, or, tho’ the thing promiled 
be not in itfelf unlawful, if it hinders any greater ‘nora! 
as. or if we are thereby withheld from any act: of 

umanity or piety. And.a vow is not to be looked upo: 
as good and valid, not only if it be unlawful, but alfo it 
it be filly and impertinent. And it is neceflary to the 
force of an oath, that it be deliberately {pnken trom the 

heart, as well as by the mouth, and with a real defign. Fo: 
{as Porrenporr rightly obferves) Thole cuftomary ex- 
preflions are not properly oaths, but profane abules ol 
the name of God, arifing from an ill habit of being too 
politive and vehement in talk. And no man that preci- 
pitately urges and provokes me to fwear, or ufe thofe 
affeverations to what he knows contrary to my intention, 
will, or power, can in confcience expect me to keep my 
oath or afleveration, any more than I would my antece- 
dent promife ; there being but a fmall, or even no addi 
tional obligation in them. At the jame time he is guilty 
of an uncharitable a€t, and adds to the number of his 
own fins, in provoking me to an abufe of God's holy 
mame, and drawing it into contempt. I wifh men would 
confider how little they gain by thefe extorted oaths, and 
how little they bind. 

Yet I am not at all for leffening the reverence due to 
“an oath: for in all cafes where a man fhall fwear, and af- 
terwards not perform, tho’ he be not ftridtly guilty of 

- perjury, he is ‘guilty of a high crime in taking God’s 
Mame in vain. And the greater the crime is in the pro- 
voked, the greater it is in the provoker. I would men 
. Would confider to what end they would incite others to 
call the auguft majefty of the Almighty God to be witnefs 
to fuch things as he difdains to hear. To all their proflizate, 
idle, vain, and naufeous difcourfe; to all the filly, imper- 
tinent, trifling incidents of life. And to what end is it to 
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* and enervates the fenfe.
